AN ORDINANCE OF THE BOARD OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 
OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA AMENDING THE 1989 
COMPREHENSIVE PLAN AS ADOPTED BY ORDINANCE NO. 
89-17, AS AMENDED; AMENDING THE FUTURE LAND USE 
ELEMENT (TO UPDATE THE DESCRIPTION AND BOUNDARIES 
OF THE TURNPIKE AQUIFER PROTECTION OVERLAY (TAPO) 
AND TO CLARIFY WATER AND SEWER POLICIES REFERRING 
TO THE RURAL, URBAN AND LIMITED URBAN SERVICES 
AREAS (LUSA)); AMENDING THE UTILITY ELEMENT (TO 
CLARIFY WATER AND SEWER POLICIES REFERRING TO THE 
RURAL, URBAN AND LIMITED URBAN SERVICE AREAS AND 
TO UPDATE THE POTABLE WATER LOS TABLE); AMENDING

WHEREAS, on August 31, 1989, the Palm Beach County Board of 
County Commissioners adopted the 1989 Comprehensive Plan by Ordinance 
No. 89-17; 

WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Board of County Commissioners 
amends the 1989 Comprehensive Plan as provided by Chapter 163, Part 


II, Florida Statutes; and 

WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Board of County Commissioners have 
initiated amendments to several elements of the Comprehensive Plan in 
order to promote the health, safety and welfare of the public of Palm 
Beach County; and 

WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Local Planning Agency conducted 
its public hearings on February 20 & 27, March 12, 2004 to review the 
proposed amendments to the Palm Beach County Comprehensive Plan and 


made recommendations regarding the proposed amendments to the Palm 
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Beach County Board of County Commissioners pursuant to Chapter 163, 
Part II, Florida Statutes; and 

WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Board of County Commissioners, as 
the governing body of Palm Beach County, conducted a public hearing 
pursuant to Chapter 163, Part II, Florida Statutes, on April 5, 2004 
to review the. recommendations of the Local Planning Agency, whereupon 
the Board of County Commissioners authorized transmittal of proposed 
amendments to the Department of Community Affairs for review and 
comment pursuant to Chapter 163, Part II, Florida Statutes; and 

WHEREAS, Palm Beach County received on June 28, 2004 the: 
Department of Community Affairs “Objections, Recommendations, and. 
Comments Report,” dated June 19, 2004 which was the Department 's: 
written review of the proposed Comprehensive Plan amendments; and| 

WHEREAS, the written comments submitted by the Department of | 
Community Affairs contained no objections to the amendments contained. 
in this ordinance; | 


WHEREAS, on August 24, 2004 the Palm Beach County Board of County,

Commissioners held a public hearing to review the written comments 
submitted by the Department of Community Affairs and to consider

WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Board of County Commissioners has: 
determined that the amendments comply with all requirements of the:

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COUNTY’ 
COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, that: ! 

Part I. Amendments to the 1989 Comprehensive Plan 

Amendments to the text of the following Elements of the 1989 
Comprehensive Plan are hereby adopted and attached to this Ordinance: 
in Exhibit 1: 

A. Future Land Use Element, To update the description and. 
boundaries of the Turnpike Aquifer Protection Overlay (TAPO) 
and clarify water and sewer policies referring to the Rural, 
Urban and Limited Urban Service Areas and to update the 


Potable Water Level of Service (LOS) Table; 
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B. Utility Element, To clarify water and sewer policies 
referring to the Rural, Urban and Limited Urban Service 
Areas (LUSA); 

Cis Intergovernmental Coordination Element, To update the 
designation of the South Florida Water Management District 
has a commenting agency for land use amendments to 
incorporate potential impacts on the Comprehensive 
Everglades Restoration Projects (CERP); 

D. Capital Improvement Element, To clarify water and sewer 
policies related to the Rural, Urban and Limited Urban 
service areas; 

E. Future Land Use Atlas, To modify pages 56, 57, 64, 89 and 90 
of the FLUA by reflecting the new boundaries of the Turnpike 
Aquifer Protection Overlay (TAPO) and to modify pages 85, 
86, 89, 90, 93, 94, 98 and 99 of the FLUA by deleting the 
old boundaries of the Turnpike Aquifer Protection Overlay 
(TAPO); To update the wellhead locations and the wellfield 
protection zones boundaries; and 

F. Map Series, To revise Map LU 3.1, Special Planning Areas, to 
depict the revised boundaries of the Turnpike Aquifer 
Protection Overlay (TAPO) and to revise Map LU 4.1, 
Wellfield Protection Zones, to depict the revised boundaries 
of the Turnpike Aquifer Protection Overlay (TAPO); To updake 
the wellhead locations and the wellfield protection zones 
boundaries; and 

G. Amending all elements as necessary for internal consistency. 

Part II. Repeal of Laws in Conflict 

All local laws and ordinances applying to the unincorporated area 

of Palm Beach County in conflict with any provision of this ordinance 
are hereby repealed to the extent of such conflict. 

Part III. Severability 

If any section, paragraph, sentence, clause, phrase, or word of this 
Ordinance is for any reason held by the Court to be unconstitutional, 


inoperative or void, such holding shall not affect the remainder of 


this Ordinance. 


Part IV. Inclusion in the 1989 Comprehensive Plan 

The provision of this Ordinance shall become and be made a part 
of the 1989 Palm Beach County Comprehensive Plan. The Sections of the 
Ordinance may be renumbered or relettered to accomplish such, and the 
word "ordinance" may be changed to "section," "article," or any other 
appropriate word. 

Part V. Effective Date 

The effective date of this plan amendment shall be the date a 
final order is issued by the Department of Community Affairs or 
Administration Commission finding the amendment in compliance ini 
accordance with Section ies sue Gror Florida Statutes, whichever ia 
applicable. No development orders, development permits, or land uses 
dependent on this amendment may be issued or commence before it has 
become effective. If a final order of noncompliance is issued by the!

Administration Commission, this amendment may nevertheless be made! 


effective by adoption of a resolution affirming its effective status, , 
a copy of which resolution shall be sent to the Florida Department of. 
Community Affairs, Division of Community Planning, Plan eroinin 
Team. An adopted amendment whose effective date is delayed by fae 
shall be considered part of the adopted plan until determined to be

Bea led tone ne Ee The icienes of public facilities of any Kind, including 
potable water, wastewater and/or reclaimed water pipelines, shall not be used as justification for 
making future land use decisions that increase density and/or intensity in the Rural Tier. In order 
to ensure system efficiency, properties within an area where a public or privately owned potable 
water, reclaimed water, and / or wastewater utility has been granted or assigned utility service 
area rights by Palm Beach County, the utility may extend lines and the properties may connect 
to the utility’s system. 


OBJECTIVE 3.1 Service Area-General 


NEW Policy 3.1-c The Palm Beach County Water Utilities Department shall provide potable 
water, reclaimed water and wastewater service to all unincorporated areas of the County except 
those unincorporated areas where the Palm Beach County Board of County Commissioners has 
entered or enters into a written agreement that provides utility service area rights to a public or 
privately owned potable water, reclaimed water, and/or wastewater utility, or in areas where the 
Palm Beach County Water Utilities Department is specifically excluded from providing utility 
service by Florida law. Palm Beach County Water Utilities Department shall continue to provide 
utility services to incorporated areas where service is already being provided by the County, or 
as provided for under utility service area agreements or as allowed for by law. 


OBJECTIVE 3.4 Rural Service Area 


REVISE Turnpike Aquifer Protection Overlay 


REVISE Policy 1.5-a The TAPO District boundary aN be shown on the Future Land Use Aas 


areas around Palm Beach County Water Treatments Plants (WTP) 3 and 8 as follow: 


1 The TAPO around WTP-3 includes portions of the area north of Woolbright Road, 
south of Boynton Beach Boulevard, east of Hagen Ranch Road, and west of Jog 
Road as more specifically shown on the Future Land Use Atlas. 

2. The TAPO around WTP-8 includes portions of the water plant property; the area 
north of Belvedere, west of Jog Road and south of the Turnpike; and the area 
north of Southern Boulevard, south of Belvedere, east of the turnpike and west of 
Drexel Road as more specifically shown on the Future Land Use Atlas. 


The specific TAPO boundaries are depicted on maps and legal descriptions incorporated in the 
ULDC. See ULDC, Article 3, Overlays and Zoning Districts, Appendix 1, Legal Description 
Water Treatment Plant No. 3, and Appendix 2, Legal Description Water Treatment Plant No. 8. 


REVISE Future Land Use Element, Section Ill. Implementation. E. Overlays 


The surficial aquifer is the primary source of freshwater for eastern Palm Beach County. The 
northern extension of the Biscayne Aquifer, locally known as the "Turnpike" Aquifer, 
encompasses one of the most extremely productive portions of the surficial aquifer. The 
"Turnpike" Aquifer also serves as the present and future water supply for many of the-system 
3W Palm Beach County's water treatment plants-3-and 8. 
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In addition, the County shall encourage new uses and developments, which are compatible with 
the protection of the groundwater, including but are not limited to: residential uses, parks and 
open spaces, golf courses, campgrounds, and agricultural uses.
